It soeina almost merudible that 


gtrla ulionwl be employed in an occnpa- 
ion which IB associated only with brawn 
and mastic, but such is the case. At 
;he first sight of tho bolt works one can- 
not believe that anything bright or in 
jeresting cotild live inside. At the call 
of the 6:80 a. tn. whistle girls are seen 
coming from all directions toward the 
factory. 
Thoy uie generally dressed 


tidy and well, and with their lunch bas- 
kets on their arms are not unlike any 
working girl one may see. 


The first thing they do after entering 


the building ia to change their street 
dress for one to work in, tie up theii 
hair, roll up their sleeves, and, putting 
on a coif eesack apron, are ready to be- 
gin the day's labor. At 7 o'clock the 
last whistle blows, tho wheels groan and 
screech as if they were weary to icstirne 
another day's work, but in a little while 
they begin to move with more rapidity 
and the noise amounts to something ter- 
rific. A sulphur smoke arises, and as it 
embraces everything in a dim color, it 
peeds but the dull red burning of the 
oil, the horrible noibes and the occa- 
sional sound of a human voice halloing 
a command to stamp the scene on one's 
memory as a study from sheol. 


The bolts and nuts, as they are called, 


are f ashjpned by the brawny men on the 
first floor. In a prude state they are 
Bent to other departments, when the fin- 
ishing touches »re applied by feminine 
fingers, oft times very delicate ones. 
The bolts are dumped into different 
bins, according to size and length, and 
each girl has one special kind to work 
pi). The first -work on the bolt is to 
"point" it^thaf; is, to make a round 
end so that it will enter the machine 
which cuts the thread on it. The point- 
ing machine has an immovable socket 
at one side and steam revolving knives 
facing it. 


The operator, who is known as a 


"pointer," places the head of the bolt 
in the socket, presses her foot on a 
pedal, and the sharp steel knives are 
forced against the irgn. Little bits of 
the iron fly, and in an instant she re 
moves her foot and the pointed boll 
falls down a slide into an iron deposit 
box pn tho floor.

Thus for days, weeks mA years the 
"pointer" handles one bolt after an 
other for a living, being pa.C by the 
thousand. Expert workers bavv ~>ointed 
10,000 bolts in ii day. 


When the bolts are pointed th ly are 


taken to the cutting quarters. Those 
machines are large, with deep sinks 
filled with a thick black oil. The bolts 
aie placed in slides and pushed by the 
worker up into sharp steel dies. In ou 
instant the thread is cut on them. The 
work is rather dangerous, and care 
must be exercised to keep the operator's 
fingers from going into the open dies and 
having their ends cut off instead of the 
iron. The oil in which the girl is com- 
pelled to work in order to keep the bolts 
fl om getting hot and thereby breaking 
has a very offensive odor and gradually 
sciears tho worker from the root "f her 
frizzly bangs down to her runover heels 
Girls of any age, from sixteen to fifty, 
work in this department. Their pay by 
the thousand averages from tifty cents 
|:p one dollar a day. ' 


LiWe girls from six years up to twelve 


put the nuts on the bolts and pack them. 
The "nutting on" is also accomplished 
by machine power 
The worker puts a 


nut on a plate; then, after catching the 
hea4 of a bolt in the jaws above, she 
presses her foot on the pedal, when, 
presto I the work is done, At long tables, 
built of substantial woodt are rows cf 
young girls, interspersed with a scatter 
ing of women whom life cast forth in 
their old age. They pile the bolts, row 
after row, alternate heads, then wrap 
them in strong paper. 


The girls always come to the factory 


clad neatly and well. Dressing rooms 
are provided for them, and soap and 
towels. At noqn the girls arp given- 
three-quarters of an hour. 
They la) 


aside their aprons, wash their hands and 
devour their wee lunches with eneigj 
worthy of a better cause. Formerly the 
girls would hurry their dinners and de 
vote tho rest of their time to dancing 
The orchestra was not the largest, nor 
.id it rival the Mexican band in melody, 
jut it answered the purpose of furnish 
ng time for the shabby shoed girls. It 
ousisted of one girl and a mouth organ. 
?he men were not permitted to come 
nto the girl's side of the shop, but thej 
vould stand at a respectful distance, ab 
.hough longing to join the merry dnp- 
cers. It seems rather strangp, bu| thp 
jirls never mingle w}th the men in the 


factory. They are good and hon- 


est, and generally intelligent. 


The girls were very happy, and every- 


thing moved as smoothly as steel on ice, 
until a forewoman was introduced to 
take the place of a foreman. Imme- 
diately sho put a stop to all singing 
during the day and all dancing at noon. 
There was a decided stir among the 
girls at th»se now rules, but they were 
forced to saVumtr Since then they spend, 
the noon hour reading and doing fancy 
work. Most of the girls are expert*, 
with, tbe needle and those who read 
would surprise a sohQl4r with, their quo- 
tations. There are mov0 na.njlsoTfle. girig 
in this factory than could be found 
among the same number al a reception. 
They are beautifully formed, and the 
influence of the oil keeps the hands 
White and prevents them hardening 
from contact with tho iron.—New York 
Advertiser.

A. Woman'* ingenious Devio* for M»ltlngt 


Money 'When She WM Hard Up. 


A woman'who is now one of the most 


promising artists in this city, and was 
lucky enough to get two of her pictures 
accepted by the Academy, told this story 
of how she earned her first few pennies 
in this big town: 
"When 1 came here five years ago 1 


bad just twenty-five dollars in iny pock- 
et. I got a room—or rather a cubby 
hole next to the roof—in a boarding 
house on Fourth avenue. It was three 
weeks before 1 got anything to do. Then 
a place was offered to me as a primary 
teacher in a private school. The salary 
•^hen yon got it was fair enough in 
amount. But unfortunately you diiin't 
get it until the end of the month. 


"By this time there was such a tre- 


mendous hole in mj' twenty-five dollars 
that I couldn't afford to move up town. 
The erpressage alone would have made 
a bankrupt of me, for 1 had absolutely 
come to such a pass that I hadn't enough 
money to pay my car fare to the school 
and back. I explained the situation to 
the landlady. She really was a dear old 
tiling. She told me 1 wasn't to worry 
about my board bill. She was perfectly 
willing to wait for her money until the 
end of the month. 


"Thdt was one weight off my mind 


of course, but I had still to grapple with 
the car fare problem. I was in a dread- 
ful pickle really. 
For four days I 


walked every inch of the way—4J£ miles 
each journey. I used to leave the hous~e 
at 7 in the morning so as to reach the 
school promptly at 9. 


"Then I found that my French heels 


were beginning to give out, so I saw 
that my efforts to save money by pedes- 
trianism would only get me into deeper 
water. Suddenly I had an inspiration. 


"There were three old maiden sisters 


who occupied the double bedded room 
on the second floor. They were with- 
out exception the fattest women I eve? 
saw. The most etherial of the three 
weighed 800 if she weighed a pound. 
They were all saleswomen in one of the 
big Sixth avenue stores. They used to 
scramble down to breakfast in the morn- 
ing in a fluster at the last moment. 


"One of them confided to me that it 


was their shoes which always delayed 
them. They almost expired every morn- 
ing in their attempts to button them. 
She told me in a tone of the utmost 
resignation that eventually she expected 
their shoes would be the death of all 
three of them. Well, what do you sap- 
pose 1 did? 1 took that woman aside 
and I said to her: 'Now look here, I'll 
make a bargain with you.

It left me ten cents to the good 
you see, because on Saturday there was 
no school. Aftor the first week they in 
sisted on raising my salary to an even 
quarter from each. Well, I buttoned 
their shoes regularly for two months. 
Thou I had to resign my position, as I 
was moving to a boarding house up 
town. 
"When I bade them goodby the psor 


old things actually cried over me, and 
presented me with the loveliest little 
silver buttonhook you ever saw. I sent 
them tickets for the private view the 
other night. They »11 came, fatter than 
ever, and went into ecstacies over my 
pictures. Tbe eldest one told me with 
tears in her eyes that ever since I left 
them they had been obliged to abandon 
button shoes. 'Now, my dear," she said 
with a huge sigh of regret, 'we can wear 
nothing but elastic sides.' "—New Yoxk 
Evening Sun.

fTIHE BOATCD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS

of Washoe county, Nevada, by virtue of thi 


po-wer and authority In them vested by tue laws of 
the State of Nevada, do ordain as follows. 


SECTION 1. It #hall be unlawful for any person 


or persons to erect or maintain any barbed wire 
fence or fencing of any Mnd or for any purpose 
wbatevei within tho limits ol the town of Beno. 


SEC 2. Any barbed wire fence or fencing ol 


any kind now existing or which maj be hereafte: 
erected within the corporate limits of the town of 
Be.io shall be deemed a nuisance. 


SEC 3, Any person or persons who snail here 


after erect or maintain any barbed wire fence o 
fencing of any kind or for anv purpose or shall UBI 
barbed wire In connection with any other materla 
whatever for fencing purprses within the corpor 
ale limits of the town of Keno shall be deemed 
frailty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof before any Court of competent Juriadlctio: 
shall b» fined in any Bum not exceeding fifty dol 
lar» or be Imprisoned in the City and Conntj Jal 
not pxceedlng twenty-five days, or may be pun 
lahed by both such fine and imprisonment. An 
It shall be the du y of the Judge or Justice-befor 
whom the case way be tried,in case of conviction 
to enter an order directing the Chief of Police o 
other peace officer of said town to forthwith re- 
move such nuisance.

Cttra of Long Ago. 


Tbo piercing and cutting teeth of eoiue 


>f the cats of long ago are the most per 
'eutly adapted instruments for cutting 
rarposes that ever were seen, being an 
quailed by liny mannfantured tools for 
uch uses. 


Fur example, there was the "gouipho 


J.us," which waa as big as the largest 
panther and had two teeth in its upper 
juw resembling daggers, each live iric-hes 
.n length. As weapons fo?- penetrating 
iesh they are nnrivaled among carniv 
orotis animals, recent or extinct. They 
are rather like the teeth of some huge 
flesh eating dinosaurs, the "terrible rep- 
tiles" of the Mesozoio epoch, which had 
cutting teeth that nothing could resist. 
Doubtless this creature was inconceiva- 
bly bloodthirsty. Quite as fierce, how- 
ever, and even more formidable by rea- 
son of its greater size, was the conteni 
porary "pogonodon," which was as large 
as the biggest jaguar. 


There were two species of this animal, 


which held the field in Oregon during 
the period 1 speak of against all rivals 
It was undoubtedly a great destroyer of 
life among the herbivorous beasts.—In-

Carrier Pigeons In France. 


Englishmen, it appears, enjoy In 


France a curious privilege, which is rig- 
idly withheld from U-ermans and Bel- 
gians. It is that of flying carrier pig- 
eons. This, however, as explained by 
Mr. Tegetmeier iu his curious lecture on 
this subject, is on the strict condition 
that both tho birds and the Renders are 
English. In Belgium alone, according 
to this authority, thero are 600,000 racing 
birds, which in case of a war would be 
put at tho disposal of the government, 
and every one of these is n trained bird. 


They used, it is stated, to train them 


over the south of France, but that is 
now interdicted, and no bird from Bel- 
gium or Germany is allowed to be 
trained in France. The fear of course is 
that in tho event of n wpr these trained 
pigeons would be smuggled into the in- 
terior, and thus information could be 
earned out. — Lonclon NPWS
